L'Eleeteur Loudly Protests Ag-ainst 
tho Course of tho Lt-Governor To- 
wards tho Administration. 



Herder and His Colleagues Hold a 
Protracted Council to Frame 
the Reply. 



Stron? Probability That They Will 
Resist and Refuse to bo 
Superseded. 



Quebec, Deo. 17. — L'Eleeteur, tho per- 
sonal organ of ex-Premier Mercier, pub- 
lishes a strong article, this morning, on 
Mr. Mercior's dismissal by Lieut. -Govornor 
Angers. It says : " The federal ollicer 
whom wo call Lieutenant-Governor is 
trampling under foot tho constitution and 
obeying orders from his master at Ottawa, 
and, in pursuing a vengeance twelve years 
old, has dismissed the advisers whom the 
people of the province gave him. Ho has 
thus upset all constitutional restriction.! 
and substituted the tyrannical power of one 
man for the constitutional government 
which expresses itself by the vote of the 
people. It remains with the people to 
inlhct on this man, and the lower ambitions 
which inspired hint, chastisement for the 
outrage he has committed against our con- 
stitution. In detnoeratie countries like 
ours the supremo jury, the tribunal front 
which there is no appeal, is the people ; and 
we ask them, iliorcfore, to avenge their out- 
raged dignity itntl to settle iirmly on Uh 
base our oscillating constitution." 
L'Eleeteur says it was only on the 
strength of Judges Baby anil Da\idson's 
report that Angers dismissed bis ministers, 
and asks : " What caused the precipitation 
of these two Commissioners 1 Did they be- 
lieve ihey were delegates of the Lieutenant- 
Governor, the National Party'a born enemy, 
and that they had to help him in concluding 
his unconstitutional scheme ?" Continuing, 
the paper says: "Forgetful of the duty 
impose!! on hint by the dignity of the first 
magistrate's office, and forgetful of the 
laws of courtesy which the illness of Judge 
Jette should have inspired in them, they 
came in a hurry to share the responsibility 
which tho Lieutenant Governor was too 
much of a coward to assume alone. If it 
had been a just and loyal act that these 
gentlemen wished to accomplish, what 
.would it have mattered to them whether 
the report was finished yesterday or in two 
weeks hence ! If they were not the willing 
instruments of tho Lieutenant-Governor, 
and the judgment was one which in their 
intention should he sealed with impartiality, 
why did they display such baste in pre- 
paring it ?" 

Ex-Premim Mercier gent a memo, to 
Lieut. -Governor Angers, this morning, ask- 
ing Bis Honor to give him the letter, or a 
copy of the letter addressed to him by 
Judge Jette. Governor Angers refused to 
give either the document or a copy of it, as 
he considered Judge Jette's letter personal. 
Mr. Mercier's answer to the Lieutenant- 
Governor is not yet ready. The members 
of tho late Cabinet are holding a council 
at Mr. Mercier's residence, and are discuss- 
ing the answer clause by clause. The opin- 
ion prevails here that Mercier will not 
accept his dismiss.! unless the report of the 
Royal Commission is made unanimous, and 
that he is inclined to treat the Governor's 
intervention as an act of conspiracy against 
his Cabinet. 



LIQUOR LICENSE— OAK HAY "PAVI- 
LION." 

To THE EDITOR:— Your reference to the 
matter above mentioned calls for more than 
passing comment. The methods adopted in 
this instan je, through the ellbrts of adit- 
charged police officer, have been apparently 
successful in obtaining a license for tho so- 
culled " Pavilion," and it might be interest- 
ing to your readers to learn that the strong 
protest of residents and property owners at 
OaU Ray has been pushed aside by a Court 
of " Licensing Commissioners," sitting at 
the Royal Oak, SaBnich, miles away from the 
locality interested. The Justices of the 
Peace have given their opinion that such a 
license is necessary and desirable, irrespec- 
tive of what the petitioners have alleged. 
Perhaps the fact that one of tho applicants 
is associated with the notorious Standard 
theatre, and recently obtained a permit 
from the Mayor to sell liquors at that de- 
lectable place of entertainment, recom- 
mended itself to theSaanich justices in con- 
sidering the matter, lie this as it may, the 
Liquor License Act calls for immediate re- 
vision and amendment, although in this in- 
stance I am strongly of opinion that the 
residents and others interested in Ouk SJay, 
by acting at once, will have no difficulty in 
setting aside the proceedings of the 
" Licensing Commissioners." It will be 
found on inquiry that the act in this in- 
stance has not been complied with, and 
that therefore the prospect of an intoler- 
able nuisance can yet be averted.

THE BOUNDARY QUESTION. 

To Tilt: EDITOR: — In one of your issues 
of last week I Bee that Mr. J. W Carey, on 
being interviewed by a Colonist reporter, 
totally disagrees with my conclusions on 
the disputed boundary question. 

Willi all respect to .Mr. Carey, 1 fail to 
see wherein he invalidates my claims by a 
single jot or tittle. He dwells on the scien- 
tific merits of the respective American and 
British Boundary Commissioners ami their 
instruments, and virtually concedes their 
infallibility, a course which would neces- 
sarily preclude all discussion of the subject 
in hand. In my late letter I submitted 
proofs from so many quarters alfirmiitory of 
my assertions, as to constitute, I should 
imagine, a good caseforeotis deration; but the 
strongest ot these proofs tire quietly ignored 
by Mr. C irey How about tho late J utiles Cox 
and Hay lies? How about the American 
surveyor who lnid out the townsite of Blaine ! 
And how, oh ! how, about the statement 
of Mr. Taleott, chief engineer ol the Seattle 
ant! liiBterii Construction company, which 
is altogether in unison with my views, and, 
moreover, so lucidly expressed that there 
can bo no misunderstanding as to bow the 
error in the boundary line occurred, for 



occur it did, all general assertions to the 
contrary not withstanding. 

As Mr. Carey has evidently never seen 
Mr. Talcott's statement, 1 refer him to tho 
Seattle l'ost-Intelligeneer, of November 
25th. 

If the Boundary Commissioners could not 
err, will Mr. Carey kindly explain how it 
happened that from Boundary Creek toOso- 
yoos Lake — a distance of ,'i0 miles — tho two 
lines of survey ran parallel and over 300 
yards apart ? There they are to this day. 
The monuments on one line are demolished, 
but the 100 feet cut through the forest is 
there still, an indisputable testimony that 
some one has blundered, or that the British 
chronometers played traitors to their coun- 
try. The latter is asserted by Mr. Taleott, 
and I see no reason to doubt its correctness, 
us there were no Atlantic cables or overland 
wires in those days to Hash over Greenwich 
time, to verify the chronometers if tlicy had 
made or lost time in the interval since they 
left England, and everybody knows that a 
very small aberration in the chronometers 
would make quite an appreciable difference 
in the latitude. 

Mr. Carey says that I am two years late 
in my dates, and that the boundary monu- 
ments were put up in 1851). My answer to 
this is, that I will put §500 in the hands of 
Mayor , Grant, if Mr. Carey will cover it 
with a like amount, I agreeing to prove 
that the initial monument, which stands, 
to-day, at Point Roberts, was not built be- 
fore 1801. I will accept Chief Justice Sir 
Matthew Bailey Begbie — if be will consent 
to net— as umpire, and, failing to provo my 
statement to his satisfaction, Mayor Grant 
will hand tilt! money over to Mr. Carey. 
Should 1 prove it, of course the stakes wdll 
he paid to me. In either cast! the Mayor to 
give fifty dollars of the amount to the Pro- 
testant Orphans' Homo in Victoria, and 
fifty dollars (O the Indian Missionary 
School at Chilliwack. 

X will hold the proposition open for Mr. 
Carey's acceptance fol ten days from date 
of publication hereof.

OTTAWA, Dec. 17.— The Inland Revenue 
department has advised Walker k Sons, 
limited, the well-known distillers, to enter 
suit, under United States law, against a 
Chicago firm, which has been counterfeit- 
ing the firm's brands and labels. 

The Quebec crisis continues to be the ab- 
sorbing topic of conversation.

Mr. Bourinot, the leading authority on 
constitutional practices, says that the gov- 
ernor of a province, like the Sovereign or 
Governor-General, has the constitutional 
right to dismiss bis advisors on the ground 
of public policy or any cogent reasons. He 
himself is, for the moment, sole judgo of 
these reasons, but be is bound, on exercis- 
ing his prerogative, to call to his counsel 
any persons, who must assume the responsi- 
bility for bis action and justify it to the 
legislature and to the country, if necessary. 
This statement explains why tho Lt. -Gov- 
ernor did not ask the Liberals to form a 
ministry.

TUe Pavilion License. 

Tho granting of a liquor license for tho 
Pavilion, Oak Bay, continues to form the 
subject of lively discussion, and it is freely I 
stated that the Licensing Commissioners 
were not acting in the dark. Superinten- 
dent Hitssoy attended the Court and pre- 
sented a petition against tho granting of 
the license signed by bniifi fidt residents of 
Oak Hay district. Ho asked that the court 
be adjourned in order to give those who 
opposed the license an opportunity of being 
beard, but the appeal was ignored, nit hough 
he drew attention to the fact that by 
granting tho application of Messrs. Close 
and Kerry the magistrates would he acting 
contrary to law. The Licensing Act dis- 
tinctly states that the applicants shall, one 
month previous to dateof application, post on 
the outerdoorof the courthouse nearest to the 
premises for which such license is required, 
a written notice of their intention to peti- 
tion for a license. In this case, the appli- 
cants contented themselves with posting the 
notice on the outside of a school-house, in a 
distant and obscure section of the district. 
Nor were the petitioners against the license 
informed as to tho whereabouts of the 
licensing court; while the petition in favor 
of the license bad been signed by persons 
living great distances away from Oak Hay, 
who could not derive any benefit from the 
issuance of the license. All these facts 
were pointed out by the Superintendent of 
police, but yet the presiding justices - 
Messrs, John Sinclair and Geo. Wilson- 
Brown— granted the license. They will 
hear more about it.

Steps Taken Towards Securing Brit- 
ish Columbia's Subscription to the 
JhictltniaM Monument. 



Committee Appointed for the City of 
Victoria— Large Contributions 
Not Wanted. 



At Government House, yesterday after- 
noon, a number of representative Victorians 
gathered in response to invitations issued 
by Lieutenant-Governor Nelson in his 
capacity of vice-president for British 
Columbia of the Sir John A. Mucdonuld 
National Memorial ; the organization of a 
committee to receive subscriptions being 
announced as the business of the meeting. 

Among those in attendance were Sir 
Joseph Trutch (presiding), Mr. W. C. 
Ward, Mr. R. P. Rithet, Mr. F. S. Bar- 
nard, M.P., Hon. John Robson, Mr. Thos. 
Earle, M.P., Mr. J. A. Mara, M. P., Hon. 
D. W. Higgiijs, Hon. Justice Drake, Col. 
Baker, M.P., Hon. J. H. Turner, Mr. T. 11. 
Hull, Mr. I. B. Fishor, mid Hon. I'. 
O'Reilly. Mr. Herbert Stanton was chosen 
as secret at y of the meeting. 

His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor said 
when requested some time ago to act as 
rice-president of the Macdonald National 
Memorial for B.C. he at once accepted 
the ofliee, and awaited further in- 
formation in regard to the wishes of the 
association. No further communication was 
received, and nothing in the direction of or- 
ganizing the necessary committees had been 
done. He felt sure that the people 
of British Columbia would bn glad 
of an opportunity to contribute towards a 
monument to perpetuate the memory of the 
greatest statesman Canada had ever 
produced. Accordingly ho wrote for 
further information, and received it. 
He then had thought it best 
to call tho present meeting. Those 
in attendance might btart a subscription 
list and appoint two or three influential 
residents in each of the different parts of 
the province, with the members of parlia- 
liament, and the Mayors of New West- 
minster, Vancouver and Nanaimo to can- 
vass for subscriptions. 

The Chairman felt suro that no words 
from him wire required to commend the 
object of the meeting to the consideration 
of those present. The only question was 
as to the most desirable way ot promoting 
that object. It was necessary to popular- 
ize the movement, and therefore, in obtain- 
ing subscriptions, not large sums of money 
were to bj sought so much as a large 
number of subscribers. The subscription 
lists should bu scattered all over the pro- 
vince, to enable all to contribute, before 
they were presented to those who 
were able and ready to give 
larger sums when called upon. If the large 
subscribers headed the list it would deter 
many from contributing. He favored the 
appointment first of a general committee, 
and afterwards of sub-coinmitlec3 through 
the different districts of the ptovince. 

Hon. John Robson enquired what form 
the memorial was to take. 

The Chairman — A monument, costirg 
$100,000, lobe elected at Kit gston, Out., 
has been decided u\ on. 

Hon. Mr. Robson would have preferred 
that the memorial take the form of a national 
charitable or benevolent institution ; it 
would bo far more popular. 

Air. Mara— But is not the monument at 
Kingsiou only a local movement? 

Lieutenant-Governor Nelson explained 
that the idea was local in its origin, but bad 
been adopted as national. 

Hon. Air. Robson — Then, if the question 
has been decided there is, of course, no use 
expressing regret or opinion at all. 

Mr. Rithet— From reading the circular I 
have received, it appears that all we are 
asked to do is to contribute. 

The Chairman — The idea emanated from 
Kingston, but partakes of a national charac- 
ter. I will read the circular of the Associa- 
tion: 

MACDONALD NATIONAL MEMORIAL. 
(AT KINGSTON.) 

" To the People of Canada: 

'"Upon tho death of the late Sir John 
Macdonald, a feeling became strongly 
prevalent that a national monument should 
be erected to hand down to future times 
tho remembrance of the deceased statesman; 
and it was conceived that no place could 
more appropriately claim tho possession of 
such a structure than the home of his 
youth, the city with which he had so long 
been connected in public life. An associa- 
tion was accordingly formed in Kingston 
for the purpose of realizing this idea. The 
Lieut.-Governor of Ontario, Sir Alexander 
Campbell, K.C.M.G., an old friend and 
colleague of the late Premier, consent ed to 
accept the position of Honorary President. 
1 he Lieut. -Gove mors of Quebec, Nova 
Scotia, New Brunswick, Prince Edwaid 
Island, Manitoba, the Northwest Terri- 
tories and British Columbia have ulready 
agieed to lend their influence as Honorary 
Vice-Presidents, The majority of Senators 
and many members of the House of Com- 
mons have signified their approval of the 
undertaking, and generous encouragement 
has been extended to us by the press from 
one end of the Dominion to the other. 

" We now appeal lo you to give us such 
liberal BHsittui.ee as may enable us to raise 
to the memory of our great statesman and 
patriot a monument w hich shall be in some 
measure worthy of the unrivalled services 
rendered by him to Canada, and of his lofty 
and wide spreading fame; a monument 
which will test fy to the appreciation and 
gratitude felt for those services by his fel- 
low-count rynu-n. 

" It would be a useless task to enlarge 
upon the achievements of the late premier ; 
the air is full of the echoes of his praise. 
Although a party leider in a land where 
party spirit runs h gh, yet it is acknow- 
ledged on all sides that Sir John made party 
the instrument of large national d< signs, 
the consolidation of scattered colonists into 
a united commonwealth, the development 
of the material resources of the countiy, the 
settlement of its vast ureas of uninhabited 
wild lands, and the establishment of a 
stable system ot laws and government, an 
indispensable condition ami progress. This 
largeness of aim, the consummate talents 
which he brought to the performance of his 
duty, and the long period of time during 
which he was a leading spirit in the coun- 
cils of his native land, combined to make 
his name fami iar in our mouths as house- 
hold words, and on bis death to dt aw not 
only from his friends but from eminent 
political opponents, from distinguished 
statesmen of the mother country, and from 
the press of the KnglUh speaking world, ex- 
pressions of deep sorrow mingled with elo- 
quent culopitim. 

"The belief that Kingston furnishes the 
most appropriate site for a memorial, which 
shall be truly national, has met with gen- 
eral accept ance. In this city Sir John 
•pent his childhood, hero he received his 
education, this was the scene of his early

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THE CRISIS IN QUEBEC. 

The crisis in Quebec will, no doubt, lie 
the caii30 of much excitement not only in 
Quebec, but in all the other provinces. 
The question of the competency of the 
Lieut-Governor of a province to dismiss a 
ministry which is supported by a majority 
in t'no Legislature will be warmly discussed. 
There will, most likely, be a difference of 
opinion as to whether it would not be tho 
constitutional way for the Governor to have 
waited until the decision of the representa- 
tives of the people had been given on the 
conduct of the ministers in tho Haie des 
Chaleurs, and other cases. Thcro will cer- 
tainly be many who will maintain that the 
right of judgment, in the first instance, lay 
with the representatives of the people, and 
then, if the Governor was not satisfied with 
their decision, h) could, constitutionally, 
appeal from them to the people from whom 
they derived their authority. This, it ap- 
pears to us, would have been the more con- 
stitutional, as we'l as the more politic 
course. Allowing that Governor Angers is, 
in the abstract, right— as we believe he is— 
in dismissing ministers whom he believes to 
lie corrupt, would it not have been 
more prudent in him not to have 
given them an excuse to re- 
present him as having acted arbitrarily and 
unconstitutionally in dismissing them be- 
foro the Legislative Assembly had been al- 
lowed the opportunity of giving its verdict: 

From our hist night's special telegram 
from Ottawa we conclude that tho party 
which approves of the course taken by the 
Lieutenant-Governor hopes, or expects, that 
by the formation of a coalition Government 
an appeal to the people, just at present, 
will be avoided. Of course, those who are 
on the spot arc the best judges, but it seems 
to us that it will be very difficult indeed to 
form a coalition Government in Quebec that 
will stand any chuueo of living through even 
one session. 

Mr. Mercier is a most astute politician. 
He perhaps understands the people of his 
native province better than any man living. 
He knows how to appeal to thorn so as to 
enlist their prejudices and their feelings on 
his side. It was seen what use he made of 
the Kiel question, lie then contrived to 
make tho French Canadians believe that 
when the Dominion Government allowed 
lliel to be executed a slight was put upon 
their race, and that their religion was con- 
temned. Unfortunately, the course taken 
(by some Ontario politicians and some On- 
tario newspapers, sinco then, has been such 
as to keep alive among the French Cana- 
dians the belief that their religion is hated 
and their race deapisod by the people of 
Ontario, and that an effort is bein^ made to 
do them a great injustice. The power of 
misrepresentation of the Mercier faction is 
simply immense, and it is well known 
that they have no scruples in using 
it. They speak the language of the 
poople, and they know how to work upon 
their predilections and their weaknesses. It 
would be difficult to over-estimate their in- 
fluence over the people when their race 
jealousy and their religious distrust are 
awakened. Anyone who intelligently ob- 
served the nature and the extent of the Kiel 
agitation will not place much faith in the 
coolness and calmness of French Canadians. 
They are an exceedingly excitable people, 
and when thsir feelings are aroused they 
are not by any menus disposed to listen to 
reason. Mr. Mercier and his lieutenants 
know this well, and we are much mistaken 
if, as soon as they find themselves out of 
office, they do not exert themselves to 
make it impossible for any Ministry that 
Governor Angora may be able to get to- 
gether, to carry on the Government. 

If an appeal ts made t > the people now, 
it is very hard indeed to tell what may be 
the result. If M" ' can only convince 
the people that he . < being made a martyr 
of because he is a Frenchman and a Catholic 
—that he is the victim of the " Urungistes" 
and the "bigots" of Ontario — ho will be re- 
turned with a larger majority than ever, 
no mutter how corrupt he and his colleagues 
may have been. This we have no doubt he 
will attempt to do. Will he succeed in 
working up the excitement high enough, 
ami spreading it widely enough to accom- 
plish bis purpose ? 

It is evident that Governor Angers has 
made a bold move, and risked i great deal. 
It is just possible that the very boldness of 
his incisures will go fur to secure success. 
Will he bi energetically and courageously 
hacked up by tho lovers of honest govern- 
ment in the province ofQuebeo? Every- 
tiling depends upon the aimer given to 
that question. 



spoken semetio counterpart and rival in tho 
science of barter. From Gilraltar around 
the globe back to Seuz, ho is to bu found in 
all lands and climes, bartering, colonizing, 
protecting, meddling, improving and extir- 
pating. Tho lowest races he destroys, those 
a step higher he enslaves, those capable of 
self-government he flatters and bullies, 
coaxes and frightens, intrrgues and coerces 
into commercial arrangements for his en- 
richment. From Drake's time down, the 
British tradesman has led British Umpire 
round the world, and it is a curious coin- 
cidence that his present sphere of greatest 
activity is in the sea Drake opened to com- 
merce. Nearly every war in which England 
engaged from the time of Elizabeth to the 
bombardment of Alexandria has had a com- 
mercial inspiration ; has been undertaken 
to advance the interests or avenge the in- 
juries of the British trader. 

This is amusing, particularly when we re- 
flect upon tho fact that this denunciation is 
uttered in the language of the "tradesman'' 
whom it condemns, and that it wits, in all 
probability, penned by a, not by any means, 
remote descendant of this detestable "Brit- 
ish trader," with "raucous voice," " smug 
and mottled visage " and " stable-boy man- 
ners." The chances, too, are that, like 
very many of his fellow-citizens, ho has in- 
herited more of the faults and defects of 
his ancestor than ho has of his powers and 
his virtues. 

We are surprised that an intelligent man, 
as the editor of tho American newspaper 
must be, does not seo that, in abusing the 
British tradesman, he is in a sense traduc- 
ing himself and his fellow-countrymen. It 
is very evident that tho American citizen of 
to-day his to he thankful that tho republic 
of which he is so proud was founded and 
maintained, and strengthened and en- 
larged, and enriched by British 
tradesmen and thoir kindred of other 
pr feisions. The British tradesman, is the 
leavm that his leavened the whole lump of 
American citizenship. He has not only 
given tho United States bis language, but 
he has handed down to its people their free 
institutions, their intelligent love of liberty 
and their capacity for self-government. 
Why is it that the Republic of the United 
States of North America is not like tho re- 
public of Mexico, the republics of Central 
America, und the republics of South Amer- 
ica! Simply because it was established by 
"British tradesmen" and their descendants, 
and because the influence of the British 
tradesman has been the predominant one in 
it since the day of its establishment. 

It does not say much for the intelligence 
and capacity of men whose very names show 
that they belong to the same race as the Brit- 
ish tradesman, and who ought to know what 
he has done in his own und other countries, 
to exhaust their vocabulary of injurious epi- 
thets upon the "British tradesman." They 
should have more knowledge and more 
sense than to traduce and disparage them- 
autre* in such an outrageous njanner. 

With reg.u d to the disagreement with 
Chili, the United States Government has 
no one to blame but itself for that unplesant- 
ness. The British trader did not send that 
accomplished diplomatist, Patrick Egan, to 
Chili, neither had he anything to do with 
the seizure, detention and subsequent cap- 
ture of the Itita. It was not at the insti- 
gation of the British trader that Admiral 
Brown played the spy on the patriot army, 
that was lighting for the recovery of the 
constitutional liberty which Egan's friend 
and fellow-specula! or, B.ilmaceda, had 
stolen from Chilians. If any nation had 
treated the United States, under similar cir- 
cumstances, as the United States had treat- 
ed Chili, it would never bo forgiven by 
United States citizens.

The Canadian Gazette is evidently of 
opinion that gentle treatment will have a 
better effect on Newfoundland than harsh 
measures, for it says : 

"Nothing could well be more unfortunate 
than a quarrel between brothers, and the 
dispute between Canada and Newfoundland 
respecting the operation of the Newfound- 
land Bait Act is a bad example of its kind. 
The Nova Scotian fishermen, naturally 
enough, do not like to see the Gloucester 
fishermen given privileges in Newfoundland 
waters which are denied to them, fellow- 
colonists though they are; and the New- 
foundland Government, with equal plausi- 
bility, resents what it deems Canadian in- 
terference in Newfoundland's t rade relations 
with the United States. The dispute is 
just such a one as should lend itself to 
quiet friendly discussion. Let a round- 
table conference bo set up at Ottawa or St. 
John's, as the Daily Chronicle suggests, 
and it will he strange if shrewd and con- 
ciliatory statesmen like Sir John Thompson 
and Sir William VVhtteway do not tind a 
peaceful way out of the difficulty. In the 
meantime, only good can come from a refer- 
ence to the Judicial Committee of the 
l'rivy Council of the question of the powers 
of Fewfoundland under the Bait Act. lint, 
as to the retaliation torwhich the Nova Scotia 
fishermen arc reported to be clamoring, the 
less said ot it the belter. To put on a re- 
taliatory duly would irritate tho New- 
foundlanders and do Canadian fishermen 
precious little good."

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THE TIE-UP OVER. 

AailltlODiil Particulars Concernlnc the Com- 
prvmlia Arrived at Iietwecn tho 
DIsiutante. 

Axonq tub Wateh Front, Dec, 17. 

The public generally felt greatly relieved 
to-day at the termination of the tie-up of 
Steamers on the Sound, as it has been of 
considerable annoyance to Hliippcra and those 
who wanted to travel by boat, us well as to 
the bout owners und wharf owners. From 
tho aspect of the situation, yesterday 
morning, but few hoped for so speedy 
a settlement, and when tho result of the 
conference was announced, it was an agree- 
able surprise to all. Naturally, as in all 
casts whero differences aro settled by both 
sides 'yielding, the radical element in each 
organization claims more or less of a victory 
over the other, but the conservative men on 
both sides deplore tho trouble, and express 
satisfaction that it has been so agreeably 
terminated, regardless of tho degree of 
justieo ou either side, or which side woii. 
With reference to the reinstatement of 
those pilots who . tied up their boats, and 
whoso places were filled by other men, 
Captain Spoulding said, hist evening, he 
hud every reason to believe they would all 
be restored to their places. 

Regarding the exact nature of the agree- 
meet reached, the utmost secrecy prevails, 
but it is generally understood to lie that the 
BehoniO is to continue running with Captain 
McAlpir.e in command and a non-union 
crew of engineers; the pilots to return to 
their posts on the other boats and the 
engineers to mike no objection to non- 
union men being employed on the Sehorne, 
and to bo governed by tho decision of the 
supervising inspector in iho case of Henry 
Smith, whose license was revolted with 
reference to tho boycott on Captain Mc- 
Aipine; ull similar troubles in the future to 
be adjusted by like conferences of the two 
organizations. It was rumored that the 
boycott on McAlpine was temporarily raised 
and the whole question was submitted to 
the supervising inspector, but this is gener- 
ally denied, though much depends upon bis 
decision in the Smith case. 

The conference committee consisted of 
Captains W. McAllep, W. Williamson, O. 
A. Anderson and E. J. Biughman for the 
Brotherhood of Steamboat Pilots, and Chiuf 
Engineer Devlin, of the Flyer ; Chief En- 
gineer Welch, of tho Victorian ; Chief En- 
gineer Viokers, of the Idaho ; Chief Engin- 
eer Snyder, of the West Scuttle ferry boat, 
and Ceorge Cibson for the Marine Engin- 
eers' Association. Captain McAllep presid- 
ed over the deliberations of the conference, 
and everything was discussed in the most 
corleous and friendly manner. When the 
settlement was dually reached it wus gener- 
ally understood between the members of 
tho committee on both sidts that neither 
side had won a victory over the other, both 
having yielded considerably from the posi- 
tions they had at first taken. 

The aggregate loss to tho transportation 
companies by the tie up bus not been as 
heavy as supposed, and careful estimates 
give it us not in excess of $5,000. Several 
members of the engineers' association are 
out their situations, however, including 
those who left the Sehorne at Tucoma on 
Monday nigljt, when Oapt. McAlpine took 
command. Non-union men are in the en- 
gine room of the vessel, und will remain 
there, if common report be true. 

Tc-d'iy was another dull, dismal day 
along tho water front — no steamer of any 
kind, until one camo to the outer wharf, 
whero things, us usual, look much brisker, 
although not altogether in tho steamboat 
line. Tl.e 01 ly small craft stirring in I lie 
haibor were the steamers Velos and Belle, 
which came over from the Mainland, dur- 
ing the day, with lumber. The bark City 
of Carlisle has also removed to Turner, 
Beeton & Co.'s wharf, where she bus started 
to loud her salmon cargo.

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SUPREilR COURT. 

Boforo Mr. Juatlco Drake. 

Wiisox" Ic Dai.iiy, appellants; Cokpor- 
ation of Victoiua, respondents. — The 
appellants arc ratepayers in respect of real 
estate held by them in Vietotia city, and 
have appealed from the decision of the 
Court of Revision under See. 131 of the 
Municipality Aet, 1891. 

The appeal is in respect of lot 1,258 and 
part of IU'2, Government street. 

The first objection is that lots 1,258 and 
1,259 were assessed together in the sum of 
£00,0(10, ami $5,000 improvements, and Unit 
this mode of assessment is incorrect. 

The duties of assessor are defined by sec. 
122 (read it), and by see. 121 his duty as re- 
gards the person assessed is defined (read). 
Therefore each lot or subdivision has to bo 
soparutely assessed. The objoct is to let 
every person assessed for real estate have 
the opportunity of objecting to the assess- 
ment if he thinks proper, and in respect of 
each separate piece of land. There may bo 
tenants on one lot or purt of a lot, who may 
bo liable for the tax, and the owner may be 
liable for the other lot or part of lot. 

1 don't think that an error of the assessor 
in this respect will invalidate the assess- 
ment, but it, is good ground of appeal, and 
may be a matter "f costs. 

In the case of Nioholles ct al v. Gumming, 
25 y. (J., Cp. 1(59, decided on a section very 
similar to our section 124, the Couit held 
that when the notice of assessment differed 
from the roll tile notice containing an 
amount less than the roll, that the tax could 
only be levied on the lesser amount. 

In our act, if the assessor or collector fail 
in the duties imposed on them by statute, 
the only remedy is by appeal; in the On- 
tario statute a remedy is provided which, 
possibly, is more effectual. 

The next objection taken is that the as- 
sessor has assessed improvements without 
producing any by law authorizing the same. 

Section 120 of the act defines the mode of 
estimating real property for the purpose of 
taxation, that is, at its actual cash value, us 
it would he appraised in payment of a just 
debt, from a solvent debtor. 

Real estate, in this section, includes in 
provements. 

If the Council desired to assess improvi 
ments separately, then a by-law had to 1 
passed under section 121, which lias not 
neon done. This section, read with the in- 
terpretation clause, shows that unless the 
Council pass a by-law, declaring a distinc- 
tion, for the purpose of assessment between 
land and improvement, that real propel ty 
includes improvements, and improvements 
must not be assessed apart from the realty. 

It was referred to by-law passed 5lh Oc- 
tober, 1891, levying a separate rate on 
hind and improvements, as an answer to 
this. objection, but this is not a by-law for 
assessment, anil if there is no by-law for 
assessment of improvements there can be 
no rate levied on them distinct from their 
realty, I therefore hold that as far as the 
improvements on the lots in question are 
separately assessed the appeal must be 
allowed. 

The next objection taken was that too 
high a value was placed on this land. 

Lot 1,258 the ussessor values at $42,000, 
Mr. Wilson values at £24,01)0. 

The ussessor is supported by two real 
estate agents, one, however, considers that 
lot 1,258 taken in conjunction with 1,239, 
was worth (j.VIO a foot on 120 foot frontage 
on Government by 120 on Johnson street, 
.qual to 400,000 for the two lots; if valued 
separately, 1,258 was worth $400 a f out 
frontiige, or $40,000, while ttio adjacent lo.-, 
was worth $18,000, thus unking the lots, if 
sold separately, {worth $ GO 000, although 
togotber he htated they would be worth 
more than separately. The two proposi- 
tions coullict and make it difficult to esti- 
mate the value of his evidence. 

On the other side, the appellant produces 
a witness who values this lot at $35,000, 
and the highest pi ice offeied to the owner 
was $40,000 for the two. With such very 
wide vaii itions, it is difficult to arrive at a 
just conclusion, and, giving the subject the 
best consideration I can, I think the assess- 
ment on lot 1 ,258 should bo reduced to 
$30,000, or double the value of the adjoin- 
ing lot, in consideration of its position as a 
corner. I find no satisfactory rule of valu- 
ing corner lots; iu the present instance, the 
assessor makes a difference of over three 
and a half times the amount, i.e. , as be- 
tween $12,000 and $42,000; in other coses 
the variation is only one-seventh more, and 
if this lot was valued for its frontage on 
Johnson street it would, according to th 
assessor, be worth only 812,000. Ife claim 
his right to value as if no portion was on 
Johnson street. He may be right, hut 
appears that frontage valuation is 'not the 
correct mode of assessment. One witness 
(Mr. Heistorman) stated that this lot was 
worth $50,000, anil a person was prepared 
to buy at that price, but he declined to 
name any responsible person who had made 
such un offer and the owner, denied having 
ever received any such offer. His evidence, 
therefore, is far from being conclusive. 

With respect to lot 102, portion 42x70, 
this was assessed by the ussessor at $800 a 
front foot, but when it was shown that the 
lot which be had assessed, instead of being 
120 feet in depth, was onlv 70, he stated 
that this reduced the frontage value to $700 
afoot. Anil on t'ds valuation ihcie is the 
evidence of the asie.-sor and Mr. Heister- 
man on the one si le, anil Mr. Hoggs anil 
Mr. Richardson the other, who both allege 
$000 a foot the full value. When the 
assessor's valuation is examined, it appears 
that this lot at $800 a front foot, fur 42 by 
120 amounts lo $0 05 per superficial foot, 
while 42 by 70 at $700 a front toot amounts 
to $10 a supeificiul fool. It SO 05 is a cor- 
rect value per superficial font for the lot, 
42x12 I, t is not worth more than that sum, 
it so much; when the lot in reality is only 
42x70 tlie valuation would bo, at $0.05, 
$10,551; while at $1100 per front foot the 
valus would be $25,200. This thows th.it 
[he present rule of assessment is, in fact, no 
rule at nil. 

Value iu relation to it depends on many 
circumstances. Lund may he held for 
speculation or investment, and iu each c.ise 
a very different value would be put on it 
by the owner ; if held for investment it 
would be estimated according to its ront- 
pVoducing power, and this, in many in- 
stances, would be the true criterion, particu- 
larly if sold at auction. Again, vumo de- 
pends on i hero being persons ready and 
willing to purchase and, if there arc none, 
then value becomes merely nominal. 

In deciding on this question, no property 
in this particular block has been sold, but 
two wit leases swear that land in this blook 
is not ho valuable as land on Yates street, 
between Douglas and Broad streets, and 
that on attempted sale has been made of 
land there, and, judging from the price of- 
fered a.t auction, this land i.i not worth 
more than SHOD per foot ; this figure is real- 
ly iu excess of the assessor's valuation, if his 
valuation is converted into a superficial aroa 
valuation. I, therefore, reduce this assess- 
ment to $25,20(1. The result of my judg- 
ment is, therefore: Lot 1,258, $30,000 ; 
purt of lot 102, $25,200. 

These valuations include the improve, 
nents. The appellants, on paying their 
.axes on this valuation before) the end of 
ho year, will be entitled to the same reiluc- 
ions us if they had paid before the 1st of 
)ocemhcr, as there bus been no unrcusou-

A BY-LAW 

To Aid tho British Columbia Agricultural 
Association. 

Whekbas tho British Columbia Agricultural 
Association Is a society duly incorporated 
under tho laws of the said Province for i lie 
protection and advancement of agricultural 
Interests and for tho promotion and welfare of 
mechanical and industrial operations, which 
holds its exhibitions in tho Provincial Electoral 
District without tho municipal limits of said 
Corporation, but adjoining such Municipality; 

And whereas tho Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria has determined to aid and assist tho 
said Association in its building operations by 
k'ivintf to tho said Association tho Bum of 
twontv-tlve thousand dollars ($25,0001 for tho 
purpose of paying for exhibition buildings 

Am', whereas for the purposes aforesaid it is 
Intended to raise by way of loan upon tho cre- 
dit of tho said City the sum of twenty-llvo 
thousand dollars ($25,000) ; 

Anil whereas it will require tho sum of 51.030 
to be raised annually by special rale for paying 
tho debt hereby created, and tho interest 
thereon ; 

And whereas the whole amount of the rate- 
able land or real property of tho said Corpora- 
tion, appearing by tho last revised assessment 
roll, being for tho year 181)0, Is $9.:sjS,l!)l, Irre- 
spective of any future increase of tho rateable 
land or real property of tho Municipality, and 
of any income in naluro of tolls, Interest, or 
dividends from tho work, or from any stock, 
sh ires, or interest in tho work upon which the 
money so to be raised, or liny part thoroof, is 
intended to be invested, and also irrespective 
of any income from tho temporary investment 
of tho sinking fund, or any part thereof; 

Anil whereas for paying tho interest and 
creat Ing an equal yearly slaking fund for pay- 
ing tho principal of tho said debt intended lo 
bo hereby created according to tho Municipal 
Aet. 1891, an equal special rate of 21-1100 of one 
per cent, on the dollar will bo required ; 

Beit Therefore Enacted by the Mayor 
and Aldermen of the Corporation of the City of 
Victoria as follows : 

1. It shall be lawful for tho Mayor of the said 
City of Victoria to raise by way of loan from 
any person or persons or body or bodies corpor- 
ate who may bo willing to advance tho sumo 
upon the credit of tho debentures hereinafter 
mentioned a sum of money not exceeding in tho 
whole the sum of twenty-five thousand dollars 
(or the sterling equivalent of that sum), and to 
cause the same to be paid iu to tho Treasurer 
of tho said Corporation, and the said sum of 
twenty-llvo thousand dollars shall bo paid out 
by tho said Treasurer to such person or persons 
in such sum or sums us shall appear by tho cer- 
tificate of tho Hoard of Trustees hereinafter 
mentioned. 

2. Thero shall bo appointed a Hoard of 
Trustees of the said Association, and tho same 
shall consist of llvo members, three to bo 
appointed by tho said Association and two by 
the said Corporation. 

li. Before any monies realized under this by- 
law aro paid the whole property of tho said 
Association hall bo vested in tho said Trus- 
tees and Mio successors. 

4. If the said Trustees so to be appointed ns 
aforesaid, or either of them shall die, goto re- 
side abroad, icfuse or become Incapable to act 
in the trusts hereinafter sot forth, tho place of 
the Ti ustees so dying, going to reside nbrond, 
refusing or becoming incapable to net In tho 
said trusts, shall be filled by tho appointment 
of a now Trustee or Trustees by the said Asso- 
ciation, in case of tho tin co Trustees appointed 
by th- m and by the said Corporation in tho 
case of the two Trustees appointed by them. 

5. Tiie duties of the said Trustees shall bo to 
see that the slid sum of twenty-live thousand 
dollars Is wholly and properly expended by the 
said Association in paying for hona lido per- 
manent improvements upon the property of tho 
said Association and in no other manner what- 
ever. 

I!. The said Association shall keep the build- 
ings erected in good and substantial repair, 
reasonable wear and tear excepted, and in the 
event of the said Association ceasing to carry 
on its operations as un Agricultural Associa- 
tion upon the premises upon which tho sum of 
twenty-live thousand dollars shall have been 
expended, then I ho said sum of Twenty-llvo 
thousand Dollars shall bo the llrst charge there- 
on. 

7. The acceptance by the said Association of 
the benefit of this grant shall bo concluslvo evi- 
dence of thu assent ot tho said Association to 
the foregoing clauses of this by-law. 

8. ItshnlUba lawful for tho said Mayor to 
cause any of the said debentures to bo issued 
for such hums of money ns may be required, 
not IciS than live hundred dollars (or tho ster- 
ling equivalent of that sum) each, and oach 
and all such debentures shall bo sealed with 
the common seal of tho said Corporation, 
signed by tho Mayor and countersigned 
by the Clerk of tho Municipal Council of tlie 
Corporation of tho City of Victoria.
